Chinese Sclieinlng to Corner Gold Coin- 
Japanese Railway Accident — 
Russia In Korea, 

S.vN- FitANcrsco, Sept. 22. — The steam- 
ship Citr of Pekin brings the following 

news froui China and Japan : 

Russia has ohtainud from the Korean 
cabinet permission to use part of /et- 
Buie island aa a coal depot. Japan al- 
ready occupies the larger part of the 
island, 

It ia stated by a Japanese newspaper 
that the Chinese have formed a syndi- 
cate and are buying in all the silver 
obtainable, in !intieij)ation of the adop- 
tion of ttie i^old Btatidard alter October 
1. It ia leaned suUicient silver may bo 
collected, when Huiinkom^and .Singapore 
are taken into consideration, to purchase 
all the <,'ol(l coin minted. The govern- 
ment ia alarmed at tliia prospect, and it 
is studyinK to avoid the catastrophe. 
.Some advise it to stop exchange alto- 
jrether, while others suggest thai restric- 
tion should be plaeed oa the a^icreRate 
amount of exchange, and this should not 
exceed 50,000 yea daily. 

On Angast 31 a tunnel on the line of 
the O. U. railway in Japan caved in and 
buried alive 21 persons. Seven were ex- 
cavated, three of whom were dead. The 
remaining 14 were still entombed at last 
advices. 



SPAIN VERY UNEASY. 

Undecided How to Tre,-it the United States 
Threat of Interference in Cuba. 

London, Sept, 23. — A dispatch to the 
Standard from San Sebastian a.iys that 
freah communications have passed be- 
tween United States Minister Woodford 
and the Duke of Tetuan, confirming the 
views of the United States stated by tbe 
minister last Saturday. Both press and 
public received the intimation of the 
attitude of the American government 
with surprise and incredulity. Even 
now most Spaniards are loath to believe 
tlio United States in earnest in ofTerinp; 
in the middle of September mediation 
which 18 certain to be followed in No- 
vember by a declaration ttiat it is too 
late to Btofj American action because 
public opinion in the United States calls 
for a decisive policy and the Cubniia 
will accept of nothing short of in- 
dependence. The Spaniards cannot 
realize that President McKinley had 
Anally made up his mind be- 
fore he entrusted Minister Woodford 
with precise instructions, polite, but 
clear and peremptory. All this places 
the government in a most difBcult situ- 
ation, especially as it baa not achieved 
the desired reorganization of the Con- 
servatives and has become involved in 
equally troublesome conflicts with the 
bishops and clergymen. 

It ia strange to notice how the 
Spaniards are already discussing 
whether Sagasta and the Liberals are 
not likely to come to an understanding 
with the United States and the Cubans; 
and failing auch a concilatory course 
whether patriotic citizens might induce 
all Conservatives to come together 
around a strong administration presided 
over by General Aasaraga or General 
Campos, to defend Spanish rights.

ADSTRIAN POLITICS. 

Tbe German Opposition Make a Hostile De- 
monstration in the Unterliaus. 

Vienna, Sept. 23. — Premier Badeni, 
upon the reassembling of the Reicba 
rath to-day, opened the Unterhaus amid 

hostile demonstration of the members 
of the Cholner group, which is a section 
of the German opposition. The premier 
then called for cheers for the Emperor, 
and Herr Schloner shouted, '' Iloch for 
the German people." The clieera asked 
for by Herr Scholner were vociferously 
given by the German loft. A member 
asked if it was true that there were eight- 
een 7)olice diseuieed as attendants in the 
Unterhaus. The question caused a 
great uproar. 

Dr. Kathroin, of the opposition, was 
elected president of tbe Unterhaus with- 
out a vote being taken and amid inces- 
sant tumult and violent altercations be- 
tween the Bohemian Germans and tbe 
Young Ozecha. Dr. Kathrein while en- 
deavoring to make a speech had his 
voice drowned by paaaionate interjeo- 
tione. Finally he called for cheers for 
Emperor Ji^rancis Joseph, and they were 
given with enthusiasm. Dr. Pergelt 
protested against the election of Dr. 
Kathrein as president of the Unterhaus, 
aiitl moved the adjournment of the 
house, The motion was lost by a vote of 
197 to 103. 



INDEPENDENT CLERGY. 

They Are Reproved from Rome for Resist- 
ing Spanish Government Tyranny. 

Rome, Sept. 23.— The unpromiaing 
attitude toward the Spanish government 
of the Bishop of Majorica, who excom- 
municated the Spanish minister of 
finance for seizing the treasury of a 
church in his diocese, and the evident 
approval which the bishop's action is 
meeting with upon the part of his Span- 
ish confreres has ao alarmed the autlior- 
itiuB at liie Vatican that the Pojje has 
asjain instructed the I'ajjal Nuncio at 
Madrid to inBist upon the clergy oppos- 
ing Carliani, and lo urge the clergy to 
earnestly BU]>port the present Spanish 
ministry and present Spanish dynasty. 



(From Our Own Correaoondent.) 
Ottaw.\, Sept. 23. — Mr. Fielding, 
when in L,ondon, will float the govern- 
ment loan amounting to £2,000,000, or 
Bay $10,000,000. Half of this amount ia 
to retire treasury billa now outstanding. 
The other $5,000,000 is to meet the 
Crow'a Neat Faea subsidy and to pay for 
St. Lawrence canal enlargement. The 
gOTerniiient has authority from par- 
liament to borrow X23,000,000, but £13,- 
000,000 is to be kept in reserve. 

The government tieclines to accede to 
the request of the United Statea that the 
Washington sealing conference ahould 
include representatives of Japan, and 
Russia. Canada only agrees to a com- 
pariaon of the conclnslona of experts 
who have been at the PribylofT lalanda 
the last two aeaBons. Sir Richard Cart- 
wright will be one of Canada's repro- 
sentativea unless the conference lizzies 
out. 

Hon. Edward Blake will return to 
Great Britain almost immediately, hav- 
ing been retained as counael liefore the 
British privy council in an important 
Canadian appeal case. 

The Minister of the Interior denies 
that Mr. McGregor, the mining inspec- 
tor who goes to the Yukon, is a partner 
of his father J. W. Sifton, in a farm in 
the West. 

Mr. Sifton leaves for the Coaat on Sat- 
urday. W. F. King, Dominion astrono- 
mer, accompanies him. 

Chief Justice Davie arrived to-day from 
New York, where ho waa seeing his 
daughter off to Europe. He will go to 
Quebec for a couple of weeks before re- 
turning west. lie saw Sir Oliver Mowat 
this afternoon.

23.— The fourth 
day's eession of the executive council of 
the American Federation of Labor con- 
vened this morning at !) o'clock, all the 
membera being present, itegnrding the 
ahooting at Lattimer, Pa., on September 
10, resolutiona were adopted declaring 
the attack of Sheriff Martin and bia 
duputiea " a brutal, unprovoked maaaa- 
ere, inspired by the coal operators of 
that section to defeat the demands for 
belter conditions." 

It was further resolved: "That the 
ever ready use in late years of court in- 
junctions, armed force and the state 
militia in times of labor troubles ia only 
part of the insidious programme to en- 
tirely subjugate the workers of America 
to the most tiebaaing degradation." 

It was determined that measures in 
the interests of labor ahould be formu- 
lated and presented to President Mc- 
Kinley with the view of his incorporating 
them in his next message to congresa.

Intervention by tlie United States 
Was Not Looked for Despite 
Many VVavuings. 



P.Miis, Sept. 2.'!.— A (lespatcli to the 
Temps from Miuhid says: "The aUi- 
tudo of llie United Slatea Ims caneed a 
great eeneation at Madrid, because the 
(jovernment there has been lured on by 
tbe optimist communicatioDS of the 
Spanish minister at Washington upon 
the character and duration of the critical 
attitude of the United States govern- 
ment, and that, too, despite the several 
warnings from Mr. Olney and Mr. Cleve- 
land's measage. The ofUciul bulletins of 
Captain-General Weyler have also re- 
ceived too much confidence when the 
United States government was receivins 
from its consuls and special envoys 
totally dillerent news. Tbe general im- 
Y>TeB8ioa San Sebaatian and Madrid is 
that the Spaui'h government will 
try to drag the negotiations along unless 
it rejects purely and simply the good 
pfficea of the United Stnteii on the 
ground of public opinion, and Uiiou the 
further ground that the opposition 
would not permit it to tolerate foreign 
intervention, even though amicable. 

Mauuid, Sept. 23.— Senor Valera.jfor- 
merly Spanish minister at Washington, 
publishes an article on the Cuban situa- 
tion in tlie course of which he says that 
certain advantages were accorded to 
American subjects in 1877 as the result 
of the declaration of the Spanish foreign 
minister, bnt aa these were not ratified 
by the chamber the government, he de- 
clares, can annul them. Senor Valera 
adds: "The majority . of self-styled 
American citizens who claim indemnity 
are not, according to American law, le- 
gitimate citizens, hut Cuhana who em- 
ploy this means to obtain immunity and 
indemnities. It is believed tliat the 
American nation will end by doing jus- 
tice to Spain." 

Lo.s'DON, Sept. 23. — The Madrid corres- 
pondent of the Times says : "The gov- 
ernment organs roundly deny that Min- 
ister Woodford has mentioned an ulti- 
matum, but tlie public mind is not 
altogether relieved thereby. The policy 
of the government in delaying and eup- 
preeaing news and directly denying the 
truth of almost everything in any way 
unpalatable must always tend to increase 
pa olio uneasiness." 

Tbe correspnndent adds : The use of 
the word ultimatum is exaggerated. Gen- 
eral Woodford doubtless expressed him- 
self energetically, hut between this and 
fixing a period of six weeks to end a 
widespread inaurrection under pain of 
taking up the cause of the insurgents 
against a friendly power, there ia a very 
wide distinction, and more esjiecially so 
in the present i)olitieal aituaiion, when 
a change of government more or loss 
radical cannot bo <iietant."

Inquest on the Bodies of Those Killed by 

the Sherllf's Posse— All Mines 
Now Working. 

IIa/.ei.tox, Pa., Sept. 23.— Coroner Mc- 
ICee tliis afternoon began an inquest into 
the deaths of the score of striking miners 
who were shot by a posse of sheriff's de- 
puties at Lattimer. A two hours' ses- 
sion was held, daring which a score of 
witnesses were examined. Nearly all 
the testimony adduced was a repetition 
of that brought out at the hearing of the 
deputies at Wilkesbarre. 

Many of the witnesses were foreign 
strikers, who were in the march halted 
by the deputies' deadly fnsilade. They 
gave the details of the nll'air as already 
published, and declared that none of the 
strikers wore armed ; that Sherill" Mar- 
tin iiulled a revolver on them, but no 
one attempted to take it from him; that 
no violence was offered, and the miners 
had no intention of making an unlawful 
demonstration. The hearing will be re- 
sumed to-morrow. 

The strike situation remains un- 
changed to-day, except for the return to 
work of those Harwood miners who were 
afraid to go back yesterday. Kvery col- 
liery in the region worked, and there 
was not the slightest disorder anywhere. 
The question of the withdrawal of the 
military remains undetermined, but that 
it will begin before the end of the week 
is fslt by those at headijuartera to bo al- 
most ft certninty. 



MR. GLADSTONE INDIGNANT. 

Britain's Eastern Policy Transcends the 

Power of His LanRuage to 
Characterize. 

Iain DON, Sept. 23. — The Chronicle pub- 
lishes an extract from a letter written by 
Mr. Gladstone under date of yeaterday. 
In it Mr. Gladstone says: "The pain, 
shame and mischief of the last two years 
in the Eastern policy transcend entirely 
the powers of any language I could use 
concerning them. 

The sum is this : Firstly, a hundred 
thousand Armenians have been slaugh- 
tered, with no security againtt a repeti- 
tion and with greater profit to the 
assassins. Secondly, Turkey is stronger 
than at any time since the Crimean war. 
Thirdly, Cireece ia weaker than at any 
time since she became a kingdom. 
Pourthly, all this is due to the European 
concert that is, a mutual hatred and dis- 
trust of tbe powers. 



MAD MULLAH DEFEATED. 

His Position in the Pass Gallantly Stormed 
by the Punjaub Infantry, 

Simla, Sept. 23. — The expected attack 
by General IClles with the brigades from 
Camp Nawagai on the Bedmanai pass, 
held by the jNIad Mullah with a large 
force of Mohaminada and Shinwars, 
took place yesterday. The tribesmen 
made a strong resistance, but after 
sharp fighting they were finally driven 
oat of every position. The British now 
hold the heights commanding the pass 
and Bedmanai village on the other side. 

The mountain guns first bombarded 
the enemy, whose positions were then 
stormed in capital style by the 20th 
Punjaub Infantry, supported by a 
Maxim gun detachment. It is a signi- 
ficant fact that the 20th PunjiiuO is 
partly compoeetl of Afridis. The liritieli 
continue to advance. It ia expected that 
they will capture Jarobi, the Mad Mul- 
lah's village, to-niorrow (I'riday). Tlu^ 
defeat of the M\illah, it is hoped, w ill 
have a great effect upon all the sur- 
rounding tribesmen, as he is the leading 
spirit of mischief in the Mohammad 
country. 

THE DUKE OF YORK 

Appointed Commodore of the Cruisers and 
Likely to Visit tbe Colonies. 

LoKDO.N, Sept. 23.— His Royal High- 
ness the Duke of York has been appoint- 
ed commodore of tlu; cniiHerH and will 
take command of the lirst clasp cnuHer 
Terrible next April. Acenrding to the 
Times, winch makes this announcement, 
he will go with two last second class 
cruisers for a twelve months cruise, dur- 
which he will visit the principal colonies 
of the empire. 



A BAD BBGINNINGl. 

Naphtha Explosion Wrecks a Klondyke 
Schooner on the Massachusetts 
Seaboard. 

Lynx, Mass., Sept. 23. — An explosion 
of naphtha occurred on board the 
schooner Abbie M. Deering, anchored in 
the harbor, this afternoon. The vessel 
is almost a complete wreck. One man 
was badly hurt. The vessel was pur- 
chased at Gloucester recently and was 
being fitted out for a Klondyke expedi- 
tion. It will cost several thousand dol- 
lars for repairs. 

SITKA CUSTOMS OFFICERS. 

Appointments Necessitated by the Rush to 
tbe Klondyke. 

W.\sHiSGTON, Sept. 23. — The secretary 
of the treasury has appointed Thos. S. 
Luke, S. T. A. Marquam, Emanuel Her- 
mann and Charles I. Koth as customs 
inspecors at Sitka, Alaska. These ap- 
pointments were made necessary in the 
exodus of the Klondj-ke region. 

A Wicked Newspaper. 
Paris, Sept. 23. — The Liberatia has 
been seized by the ])olice for j)ul)liahing 
an article advocating the assasBination 
of President Faure, ivinu Humbert and 
the Ciueen Regent of Spain. 

An Expensive Cyclone. 
Bkisdisi, Sept. 23. — The damage done 
by the cyclone in the province of Leede 

on Tuesday evening last amounteii, ac- 
cordin;; to the official estimate, to over 
25,000,000 lire. In the district of Tarento 
alone tbe damage is estimated at several 
million lire.

THE OUTFITTING TRADE. 

One tbiag ought not to be lost sight of 
liy the biiainesa men of Victoria, and 
that 18 that the outfitting trade lor the 
YiikoQ will uot last very long. Aa Boon 
HB mennB of transportation are provided, 
merchants will Bead iu large stocks to 
all central points, and miners and proa- 
pectois will go Id light and buy their 
supplies there. Next season tlft out- 
fitting trade oaght to be at its best, be- 
ciiuee one or more railways will tap the 
Yukon watera by the spring of 1S99. Of 
course the prospecting and development 
of the country south of the Yakon will 
keep up a pretty steady demand from 
individual gold-eeekers, but the great 
rush will be nest season. In view of 
this, it eeeina as thougli every day lost 
in bringing the advantages of this city 
bjfore the world is so much opportunity 
sacrificed. We notice that the Great 
Northern railway has isBued 100,000 
copies of a circular dealing with the 
YuEoa country, and that Seattle is 
named aa the great starting point. We 
eaanot aflbrd to ait idly down and per 
mit the ground to be cut away from ua 
in this fashion. 

A good deal of energy ia being devoted 
just now to the discnssioa of rival 
routes This is all ri^bt and proper. 
We are very much in accord with what 
has been said about the Kiticaaht route, 
for example, and believe tliat it will be 
opened by a railsvay at a very early day. 
But this cannot be done in time for next 
year's business, and it is next year's 
business that we ought to be thinking 
about. In the Stickeen route we have 
what is undoubtedty the best way of 
gettinir into the country. If a start is 
made up the river on the ico about tlie 
middle of February, there will be no 
difficulty in reaching Tealin lake, or for 
that matter in going througli by way of 
Dease lake to the Felly river, oa the 
snow. When navigation opens towards 
the last of .\pril there will probably be 
a steamer starting daily to go up the 
river. Thousands of people can go in 
by this route, and it lias the advantage 
of leading to the head- watera of the 
gold-bearing streams, which can be thus 
)>ro8pected under the most favorable 
conditions, Men can get to the 
ground they want to examine 
by taking tliis route from a 
month to six weeks earlier thun 
they can reach .St. Michael'a, which is 
from 2,000 to 2,501) luilea from the best 
lielda lor proapecting. Most of tlie gold 
seekers next aeasoD will go to Stewart 
river, McMillan river, the Pelly, the Big 
and I^ittle .Salmon rivers, the Hootalin- 
(jua and other streams in the upper part 
o( the Yukon valley. To reach these 
from the mouth of the Yukon will in- 
volve a journey twice as great aa that 
from Victoria by the Stickeen roiite. 
The route by way of the passes is a little 
shorter to Klondyke than it is via the 
Stickeen, but not to points on the Pelly, 
the Hciotaliiiqua and some of the other 
streams. Jloreover it ia not open so 
early. All tfiese coaaiderationa serve to 
domonstrate that the all-Canadian route 
via the Stickeen will bo the popular 
oaa, when once the facts about it are 
uuderstood. What is needed is to have 
these things understood, and to have 
A'ietoria always named aa the outQtting 
point iu connection with them. If this 
ia don(j in a bold and aggreaaivo way, 
this city may have the outfltting of ^be 
major part of the thousands of people 
who will avail themBelres of this route. 

We repeat that the case docs not ad- 
mit ol delay. Everything is in our favor 
if we only make the necessary effort, but 
we may make up our minda that if wo 
rely upon thoiuoro strength of our ciiaii, 
siiul trust the world to dlucovcr i t Jor 
thomBolves, we will spend next Hummor 



in the pleasing but profitleaa occupation 
of " sitting on the fence and seeing the 
procession go by." Money ia needed to 
accomplish what is necessary, but it will 
be money well spent.' There is not a 
line of business in town that will not 
profit greatly through the presence here 
of thousands of outfitters next spring and 
summer. 

Let the citizens rise to the greatness of 
their opportunity. It is the greatest op- 
portunity ever presented to them. How 
would it do to hold a public meeting and 
start a popular subscription? Dollars 
count up to big sums if you get enough 
of them. 



A RADICAL DIFFERENCE. 

The United States press ia very out- 
spoken in its praise of the manner in 
which law isadminiatered and respected 
in the Klondyke, and tlie condition of 
things there is contrasted with what 
generally prevails in American mining 
camps, greatly to the disadvantage of the 
latter. The Chicago Timea-Herald aaya 
the safety of life and property in the 
Klondyke ia a triumph for the British 
government. If the word "the" is left 
out, we will subscribe to the sentiment. 
It is a triumph of British government. 
In tho Bccurity felt by every one in 
the Klondyke that his rights will be re- 
apected, our neighbcro will discover the 
secret of the auceeaa attending British 
Imperial expansion. 

It ia not the duty of Canadian papers 
to attempt to dictate to their neighbors 
how they should conduct their ad'airs, 
but since they themselves remark upon 
tho superior administration of the law 
in Canada and wonder why they cannot 
have something like it at times, we may 
be pardoned for saying that the brief 
tenure of office and the consequent fre- 
quency of elections ia one cause. It ia 
not because the United States is a 
democracy and Canada is not, for of the 
two countries Canada ia the more demo- 
cratic. Tlie Bystem of our neiglibors 
breaks down because tlie party caucua is 
king, and to this sovereign every olficial 
in the land bows down. Tho party cau- 
cua baa only one object — aucceas. Any- 
thing to win is the key note of its 
doctrine. If it were possible to engraft 
upon the system of our neighbors some- 
thing akin to our responsible govern- 
ment, tho reHult would be highly bene- 
ficial. The official in the United .States 
feels no responsibility to any one during 
his official term, for his party being in 
power he is safe from dismissal " or im- 
peachment under almost any conceivable 
circumatancea. So that he can keep the 
voting Htrength of his party solid, tlio 
caucua will ask nothing more of him, If 
our neighbors ate anxious to emulate 
the conspicuous auccesa of Canada and 
other British countries in administering 
the law, they would do well to investi- 
gate along the line just indicated- 



THE UNITED STATES AND CUBA. 

Theodore Roosevelt, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy lor the United .States, 
is credited with this statement before a 
conference of Naval Commanders: " This 
country ia on the eve of a war with 
Spain." There seems to be a very gen- 
eral opinion throughout the republic 
that such a war cannot be much longer 
avoided, VYhile Canadians would na- 
turally sympathize with their neighbors 
in such a conflict, it cannot be claimed 
that Spain has done anything which jus- 
tifies hostilities against her by the 
United Slates. 

It ia ueedlesa to say that the struggle 
would arise over Cuba; but viewed from 
the position usually taken by tlie 
American papers and American 
coDgressmeu, the cause for offence ia 
all on the other side, for undoubtedly if 
it had not been for the sympathy ex- 
pressed in tho presB and in the Congress 
of the United States, tfie rebellion would 
have collapsed long ago. Every claim 
that the Washington government has 
made has been respectfully heard, and 
satisfaction has been given in every 
case. The only excuse that baa been 
olFered for interference is that itisiecea- 
Hary in tlie intereats of humanity. But 
it is to bo remembered tliat S;)ain ia a 
civilizinl government, and international 
relations tlo not contemplate that or.e 
civilwed nation shall interfere in the in- 
ternal affairs of another on the ground 
of humanity. The rebellion has been 
prolonged, but not ao much ao aa that 
with which President Grant refused to 
interfere, which continued for ten years. 
Nor can it bo said that interference on 
the part of the United States would pro- 
mote the cause of liberty and good gov- 
ernment. The Oaban sympathizers, who 
are lorciag the bands of the Waahington 
government, deny that they wish to an- 
nex the ialand. They profeaa to desire 
only to see it made indejieiident. But 
independence in Cuba ia only another 
name for anarchy. The rebels could not, 
if they had the island to tbemaelves to- 
morrow, establish an orderly Kovern- 
ment under which life and property 
would be secure. The turmoil which 
cliarncterizea tlio South American re- 
imblicB would be reproduced in an in- 
tensilicd form, and in tho end the United 
States, or some oilier nation, would be 
compelled to interfere. 

There is a position, which has not yet 
been taken, that would justify armed in- 
tervention by the United States or any 
other lirst-claaa commercial power. It is 
thia. Ivo country has a right to govern 
a dependency unless it can do so in a 
manner that tends to the benefit of the 
people and that of the world at large. 



Spanish rule has unquestionably been a 
failure in Cuba, anditis to the interest of 
the people of the Island and to all parts of 
the world having intercourse with them 
that this rule should b6 supplanted by 
something better. The last rebellion 
was crushed with difliculty only to be 
followed by the present one, and there is 
hardly a queation that if this rebellion 
is put do%vn another will break out be- 
fore many years. It is hopeless to ex- 
pect anything better. Other nations 
have present or potential interests in 
Cuba, and these demand that if Spain 
cannot maintain an orderly government, 
she should give away to some power 
that can. Thiaia quite apart from the 
question whether General Weyler is 
guilty of cruelties. He probably is ; bat 
war is a cruel business and civil war 
especially so. 

THE BRITISH NA \'Y. 

The October number of tho Strand 
Magazine contains a very interesting and 
instructive illustrated interview with Sir 
William Wliite, director of naval con- 
struction for the British admiralty. Sir 
William has advanced to this, the moat 
icnportant post in the building of the 
war ahips of the British navy from the 
humble position of a shipwright's ap- 
prentice. He has been the designer of 
the jiriucipal warships of the British and 
many other navies since 18S1, and is, as 
tho introductory sentence of the arti- 
cle remarke, " virtually the para- 
mount arbiter of fashion In warships for 
the world." lie has deaignod ahipa for 
tho British navy in the last eleven and 
a half years whicli have cost the nation 
£50,000,000 sterling. Of these ships a 
firat-class cruiser costs £450,000 ; a seo- 
ond-clasa about £250.000, and a tliird- 
clasa about £1S0,000. The latest type of 
torpedo boat "destroyer" costs some 
JEOO,000. All these figures are exclusive 
of armament. Tho cruisers Powerful 
and- Terrible, however, are exceptions, 
each coating £700,000, with an additional 
£■10,000 for tho guns. The value of the 
British navy to-day, according to parlia- 
mentary returns, excluding small ships, 
steam tugs and like craft, ia £61,000,000. 
More tlian two-thirds of this 
value is represented iu ships de- 
signed by Sir William White. 
As an evidence of the extraordinary 
ability of thia naval constructor, the Ma- 
jestic, which weighs nearly 15,000 tons, 
was juat exactly tho weight that Sir Wil- 
liam bad calculated, and her centre of 
gravity was within two inches of where 
it waa expected to be. The Strand arti- 
cle cloaea with tho relation of a little 
incident whicli will be perused with 
reliati by Colo.nist readers, who have 
been nauseated recently with an over- 
dose of American bluff and bragg. It is 
aa follows : 

A few years ago Sir William took up 
an American paper and in it he found a 
lengthy account of the launching of iv 
new warship. The writer gave a detail- 
ed description of that ship, and evidently 
could not resist the temptation of crow- 
ing over all the world. At the close of his 
article Great Britain was mainly apoS' 
trophized. " Now, why," the writer re 
monstrated, "can't you advance like 
America in warsliip designing and build- 
ing? Juat think of lliia young nation 
being far ahead of you 1 It ia a disgrace 
to Great Britain, We are ahead in guns, 
in armour — in everytbine ; and only ten 
years ago we had nothing. This, our 
latest ship, aliowa that we are ahead of 
the world." " This sort of thing," 
marked Sir William, quietly, " rather 
amused me, because / designed ihni 

As THE Nelson Tribune quoted in>\> - 
h-itso the paragraph from the Coi.oxi.^ i', 
which it interprets na meaning that thia 
paper believes that a general redistribu- 
tion scheme should be poatponed until 
l'JO'2, we cannot very well complain of 
misrepresentation. At the same time it 
passes our comprebenaion how such a 
construction can be put upon tlie Coi,- 
o.vrs i's language.

The redistribution referred to is that 
proposed by the opposition in their 
platform. We think anyone will con- 
cede that it is jiromature to discuss in 
1S07 a redistribution to take eli'ect in 
1902. Tho Tribune saya it ia interested 
to know if Hon. Mr. Turner shares this 
view. As Hon. Mr. Turner posBessea 
ordinary good sense, we have no doubt 
that he does; bat we have not thought 
it worth while to ask him so silly a ques- 
tion.

Tin! Inland Sentinel complains that 
the Coast papers do uot have anything 
to say in favor of tho central route to the 
Yukon, It excepts the Coi.o.siht from 
thia ('riticism, but complains that we 
have not said very much.

The Toronto Globe thinks we have 
enough hereditary titles in Canada and 
need no more. Tho Globe is right. 
While hereditary titles aro few in num 
her and held by the persons whose 
merit gained them, they certainly do no 
harm. But there is no place in Oanada 
for a separate class of titled gentry made 
up of those whose claim to the distinc- 
tion is the accident of birth. We see no 
great objection to tho recognition of dis' 
tingnished eervice by the conferring of 
knighthoods. Too much of it would be 
bad, but a little of it has a salutary 
eflect. There may come a time when 
life peerasea will bo in order. Our ob 
jection ia not to tho honor conferred 
upon men for faithful discharge of the 
duties of citizenship, but only to the 
creation in this democratic country of 
an hereditary aristocracy.

Mr. Edward Blowett.of the Van Anda 
mine, and Mr. W. G, Tanner, of 
Spokane, have just purchased a very 
fine copper property on Jervia Inlet, 
some sixty miles north of Vancouver. 
This property ia on Treasure mountain 
and conaista of the Lone Jack, Last 
Chance, Bonanza, Comet and Look Out 
mines. Mr. Tanner, who ia also in- 
terested in the Slocan and Rossland dis- 
tricta and is an exper' mining man, waa 
highly pleased with the result of hia 
examination of the coast claims men- 
tioned, and now he and Mr. Blewett are 
congratulating themselves aa having 
secured a big thing. 

The Treasure mountain mines are 
right on the eea, ao the queation of 
transportation is already solved. 
The vein, which ia overlaid by 
iron capping can bo traced for 
a mile, Mr. Tanner states, and the pre- 
cipitous mountain over which the vein 
runs northwest and southeast, has been 
broken awav iu places, laying bare an 
immense ore lode from 10 t'j -10 feet wide. 
The iron capping ia similar to that 
found at Rossland, hut showing a greater 
percentage of iron. A timnel runs in on 
the south side 80 feet below where the 
vein is exposed ; to crosscut it shows an 
ore body 25 to -10 feet wide. 

Samples were taken at four difTerent 
places across the vein from 100 to 200 
yards apart, on the surface, with assays 
resulting $15.75, it28.UG, !f2S.15 and 
$22.48 in cooper, silver and gold. This 
ore is practically self-fluxing. 

Another property that Meaara. Blewett 
and Tanner have purchased outright is 
on Malaspina straits. The ore body is 
largo and can bo traced, Mr. P.lewett 
aaya, for 3,000 feet. The assays show it 
to'run high in gold and copper. 

Messrs. Blewett and Tanner in a day 
or two leave for the East, (or the pur- 
poao of interesting capital for the pur- 
pose of putting up a malting plant in 
connection with the Yan Anda, Malas- 
pina and Tieiaure mountains properties. 

Thia matting plant, Mr. Tanner stated 
yesterdav, will be located either on Tex- 
ada Island or at Yancouver, and will 
have a cai)acity of 100 tons a day. 

.S|)eaking generally of the wonderful 
showing of mineral on the Coaat, Mr. 
Tanner remarked that if Ylctoria people 
only realized what wonderful mineral re- 
sources they had at their doors and had 
putaa much energy into opening them 
up as had been done even in Boundary 
Creek, this would bo the greatest mi n- 
intr centro of the jirovince. Here on the 
C'Jiifct Ibo cinestion of transportation waa 
a simple one, for tli.' mines lay right at 
the water, wliereas in the interior of the 
jiroviiice tranHpijrtaliun freights were 
naturally much more expensive. 

On his way East Mr. Blewett stops 
over at Cripple creek to examine a pro- 
perty there which he has been requeated 
to report upon.

' Innndation of the Tlionipson 
^ Valley. 



Hon. George B. Martin Tells of a 
Former and Similar Disas- 
trous Flood. ^ ' 



All along the valley of the Thorn peon 
river for twenty tailes below the railway 
town of Aahoroft, the residents are mov- 
ing their families and belonKinKa in 

luiste into the mountains fearful of a 
repetition of the nieraorablo inundation 
of 1880, whicii now eoema imminenc. 

The flood of seventeen years ago was 
caused by a landslide blocking the nar- 
row gorge, aud on Wednesday rumblings 
in tlie near by liilla presaged a second 
calamity. The big gravel mountain one 
mile below tlio city had suddenly tired 
of its place ol rcEidence and commenced 
to move. At one o'clock in the night a 
laige portion of the pine clad mountain 
broke oil', and started with a nimble 
like thunder toward the Thompson 
river. 

The section first in motion was about 
half a mile square and some 400 or 500 
feet high. Its motion was slow at first, 
but increased as the immense strip of 
land advanced towards the water, and 
there found its progress arrested. 

Within two hours from the time the 
first contribution was made to the river 
bed, tlio Thompson is said to have raised 
nine inches, and if the slide continues 
until this ninrniiig, a contingency that 
eeems nil but certain, tlie river will be 
completely closed, and the entire valley, 
containing a population of fully one 
thousand, will be inundated. 

In ISSO the slide occurred further 
down the river, holding the water pent 
for fully thirty hours and causing great 
damage to property as well as the loss of 
one life. 

Hon. George B. Martin, chief com- 
miaaioner of lands aud works, was seen 
last evening concerning the i)reBent 
slide, and inaamucli as he had heard 
nothing of it previously, was greatly sur- 
prised. The slide, which oooarred yeara 
ago, he had a vivid recollection of. Then 
the river was dammed all the way from 
Savonaa, to Aahcroft, and the overflow- 
ing waters reached an altitude of forty 
feet, a lioiglit of wliich Harper's will to 
this day bear teftiinony in the way of a 
high water mark which appears on its 
third story. 

Amont; the greatest damage to prop 
erty accruing was the complete destruc- 
tion of Dame's big granery and lUO tons 
of wheat stowed within. The flood, 
lion. Mr. Martin says, was caused by 
the ranchers on the bench lands irrigat- 
ing their farms until the water reaching 
bed rock loosened the earth founda- 
tions with the consequence that the 
mountain slid down into the Thompson 
with a mighty sweep. 

Immediately afterwards a lai^e force 
of men were set to work at releasing 
the pent up waters and in lees 
than thirty hours the troublous 
currents were finding their nat- 
ural course down the Thompson. 
Mr. Martin says ho remembers one Hood 
in the history of British Columbia, 
where some patches of potatoes which 
liad been growing on the aide of a moun- 
tain were found a considerable distance 
away on the opposite side of the river. 
Un ttiis occasion the slide carried such 
momentum that the river never stopped 
it, the whole potatoe crop being removed 
cum para lively undisturbed.

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YlCtORIAN ORDER OF NURSES. 

(From the Moutreal Witness.) 
The governors and corporation of the 
Moutreal General Hospital were fortu- 
nate in having the foundation stone of 
their Jubilee Nurses' Homo declared 
well and truly laid by a man so eminent 
in his profession as Lord Lister, and one 
who has done such service to medical 
science aud humanity as the founder of 
modern antiaeptic surgery. Neither Lord 
Lister, Mr. Wolftrstan Thomas, the presi- 
dent of the corporation or the other 
speakers who took part in the proceed- 
ings felt it at all necessary at this day 
to enter into any vindication of the pol- 
icy of the hoBpital as embodied in the 
construction of the narsea' home, of mak- 
ing the skilled nurses who render such 
invaluable service to the hospital and 
people generally as comfortable and 
happy as possible. The testimony borne 
to the changes wrought in the care of the 
sick by the service of the trained and 
.skilled nurses by Lord Lister and Dr. 
Roddick, convincing though it was, was 
juat sullicient to remind a somewhat 
liurried anil forgetful generation of the 
horrors which have become a thing of the 
past since educattd and cultured women 
took up the work. Tliat the lirst enthu- 
siasm over the damni;o wrought has aome- 
what diminished scuma certain, or tlie 
success of the fine and beiielicent project 
of Her Excellency Lady Aberdeen — the 
establiehmeut of the Victorian Order of 
Nurses, for service throughout the Do- 
minion — would have been assured before 
now. The Moutreal Ueneral Hospital 
Jubilee Nurses' Home, the corner stone 
of which was laid yesterday, is in part 
at least in affiliation with the Yictorinn 
Order, as it is intended to do for Mont- 
real exactly the work which the Vic- 
torian Order will do for the outlying and 
distant, regions of the Dominion, in 
the need is greater out of all coniparisLn 
owing to their reniotanesa from medical 
aid. 

With this fact in view, it is not at all 
surprising that every one of those who 
took part in the proceedings yesterday 
took advantage of the opi)ortunity to 
commend the Victorian Order and urge 
upon the public-spirited people of the 
Dominion in this annus niirabilis oi Can- 
ada, the year of progress and prosperity, 
of hope and confidence, this jubilee year, 
the establishment of the project. There 
has, we fear, been some apprehension on 
the part of the public that the Victorian 
Order had not the support of medical 
opinion. Some of the'most eminent men 
of the Dominion are connected with the 
project in an official capacity. If this 
is not sufficient we are sure that the tes- 
timony of Lord Lister, who stands amoni; 
those of the very first rank in medical 
science in the world, will be accepted 
as convincing. Lord Lister is thus re- 
liorted : 

He had been informed that the nurs- 
ing stair did not confine their operations 
to tiie hospital, but that there was a 
liberal arrangement made by the hos- 
pital authorities by which the nurses 
might be sent out in the town generally ; 
and where the circumstances of the fam- 
ily were such that they could not pay 
the nurse properly, the funds were con- 
tributed hy the hospital to aid in the 
payment of the nurses. That seemed to 
him a most noble idea, and he could not 
but think that if it could be extended, not 
only to all parts of the city but to the 
remote outlying parts of the county it 
would be a most valuable thing for Ca- 
nada. Her Kxcellency Lady Aberdeen 
bad this matter much at heart, and ho 
waa sure that if her iiiea of the Vii:torian 
Order of Nurses could be carried out, 
with due regard to the efticient training 
of the nurses, and also to the efficiency 
of their supervision, the matter would 
commend itself to all medical men. 
Dr. Roddick, referring apparently to the 
necessity remarked upon by Lord leister 
of efficient training of the nurses, de- 
clared that the establishment of the Vic- 
toria Order would aid in the work of 
the training school of narees. Of Dr. 
Boddick'a speech in this connection, the 
following summary was given: — 'He 
spoke of the project for establishing a 
Victorian Order of Nurses, the system 
which Her PIxccllency Lady Aberdeen 
had suggested. He thought euch a sys- 
tem would not interfere in any way with 
a training school of the kind in contem- 
plation in the present work, but would 
greatly help it.' 

Lord Mount Royal, Mr. Wolferstan 
Thomas aud the Mayor also heartily sup- 
ported the Victorian Order, and seemeil 
confident that the project would bo car- 
ried through. Certainly, one shudders 
when one considers the possibility of the 
sick and helpless of the country districts 
left to such nursing perhaps as Dr. Rod- 
dick described as being what even the 
general hospital had to rely upon thirty 
vears ago, before trained nurses were in- 
troduced : 

He had been houee surgeon at the 
hospital for six years, bi^ginning in KSiiS 
and ending in 1871:. ilo remembered 
very well the conditions of nursing in 
those old days, lie remembered when 
they had had some characters connected 
witli the nursing staff whom, he was 
sure, Dickens wouliL have been de- 
lighted to have made the ac- 
(juaintance of, who possessed some 
most decided characteristics of the 
Sarah Gamj) type. He remembered 
very well how the late Dr. 
Rosa and himaelf used to occasionally 
have their attention directed to these 
characteristics. He had eeen nnrses 
starting into the ward with the medi- 
cines to be administered internally in 
the right hand and those to be rubbed 
in externally in the other, and if an ac- 
cident had occurred on the way and the 
bottles had got mixed, ho had no doubt 
that some very extraordinary cases of 
sudden death would have taken place. 
If such dangers existed where strict 
medical supervision was possible, what 
must bo tiie danger in retnote coun- 
try districts where supervision by the 
one medi(!al practitioner in perhaps a 
district of twenty, or forty, or even a 
hundred ecpiare miles, must necessarily 
be scanty? The Victorian Order of 
Nurses should be heartily taken up and 
carried through in this jubilee year, 
which has been one of such proKfesa and 
rejoicing to the people of Canada.

LOED PARRBE ON.SrtJEE. 

He Thinks That India WIU Yet Adopt the 
Gold Standard;-, 

London-, Sept. 24;'^Lord Ffiifirer has. a 
three column letter in the Timea this 
morning on Bimetallism and the Indian 

Mints. He Bays: " In my own opinion 
the ultimate solution of the question will 
be the adoption of a gold standard in 
India." He then proceeds to discuss 
the proposals of the American commis- 
sioners and the French government, in 
which connection he aaya: ^ 

" There has been no'oflicial statement 
of Senator Wolcott's proposals, but we 
may form a shrewd guess from an article 
which appeared in the National Review 
for August entitled 'Episodes of the 
month ' and written by someone who 
appears to be in the councils of tljo Am- 
erican negotiators. l"rom this we gather 
that India is invited to oiien her mints 
at a ratio of 15'. j to 1, which in all prob- 
ability is the only ratio that would 
satisfy I'rance and the United States. 
Tliia ratio would mean that the present 
gold value of silver would have to be in- 
creased by 125 per cent." 

After pointing out that various tem- 
porary panics would probably eiiEUO 
from carrying out the jiroposals. Lord 
Farrer sketches the position of currency 
in the United States and France, frotii 
which he concludes that there is every 
reason to believe in the present circum- 
stances that neither the United Stales 
nor France, nor both united, could pos- 
sibly, hy npening the mints, cre.itQ a de- 
mand for silver such as would raise or 
maintain its gold value at the ratio of 
15 '.j to 1. 

■ r>ord Karrer continues: "Aa to In- 
dia, experience has shown eniphalii;ally 
that the openiny of the mints would not 
create the necessary ilemand. Indeed, 
circumstances would bo less favorable 
there, for the opening of the French and 
American mints would create n couipoti- 
tion which possibly, especially if the 
Indian mints were open to gold, would 
not only prevent silver from flaw- 
ing to India, but would also at- 
tract silver from India, causing an 
export to Europe. There is another 
risk. It is highly improbably that any 
diplomatto or legislative arrangements 
could reverse the tendency of the world 
for the past two hundred years to make 
gold tlie standard of valiie. Tlie Kuglish 
])eople adopted it in spite of the i;oveni 
ment. It is much more likely that Ameri- 
can bankers and ineicliants will arrange 
to make their dealings on a gold basis 
and tlius evafle iho law which aive 
silver an artificial gold value. It i 
almost certain that this will occur in 
course of international dealings, and it 
is very likely also to occur in all large 
dealings at home and abroad." 

THE SILVER RESERVE. 

Text of the Protest of London Bankers- 
flclal Promises for Silver. 

London', Seiit. 23. — The protests which 
the London bankers drew up at their 
meeting in the clearing house yesterday 
against the policy of the governor of the 
Bank of England, announcing a willing 
neas to maintain a fifth of the bullion 
reserve in silver, was presented to the 
bank to-day. The resolution, which was 
accomiianied by a formal letter, is as 
follows: 

" The meeting entirely disapproves of 
the Bank of England agreeing to exer 
cise the option, as permitted ijy the act 
of 188-1, of holding one-fifth or any pro- 
portion whatever of silver as reserve 
against the circulation of Bank of Eng- 
land notes. 

" That a copy of this resolution be sent 
to the Bank of England, the prime minis- 
ter, the first lord of the treasury and the 
chancellor of exchequer." 

An organized movement has becun to 
induce other commercial bodies to pro 
test against the announcement of the 
governor of the Bank of England. 

A high oflicial, who was a juirticipant 
in the negotiations between the United 
States bimetallic commissioner and the 
British cabinet, said to-day to a repre 
sentativo of the Associated Press: "I 
fear the bankers will frighten the gov- 
ernment into receding from its stand for 
bimetallism. They have forgotten that 
parliament unanimously resolved oi 
measures to secure a stable par of ex 
change between gold and silver, aud Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach, chancellor of the 
exchequer, pledged himself to do all in 
his power to carry the resolution into 
ellect. 

"The English liublio have forgotten 
also, that ten oi the fourteen meniljori 
of the agricultural commission signed a 
report ncimmending liimetalliMii as 
palliative for the agricultural dci)ressioii 
in I'higland. 

" Ttie public and newspapers sfem t 
think that the government is iiiilneneed 
bv a desirf! to eecnre the goodwill of th 
United States when attempting to carry 
out the declared policy of parliament." 

The liiuik of iMiglaiid has increased its 
rate of discount to 2'.j per cent.

To Regulate tbe iBrecUoii and continuance 
of wash-hotisea, tbe 'Washing and drying 
of clotlies in ttie open air, and for com- 
pelling the removal of nil structures 
within 40 feet of any street used for the 
purpose of wasliing and drying clothes 
the open air. 



"VTTH EREAS it is aeemed cxpcdionl that

Therefore the Muiiioii)al Council of tlie 
Corporation of the City of Victoria enacts 
as follows:— 

1. Ifo building of any kind shall be used 
for a wasb-bonse or laundry unless ample 
provision is made for the druinoge of all 
slops and materiuly used in washing, to the 
satisfaction of the Medical Healtli Ofllcer 
or Sanitary Inspector for the lime being of 
the City. 

2. ProptT wasliiii},' tubs, or otlicr recei)ta- 
•clcs for huldiii;,' water and niatcriaU lor 
washing clothes, shall he provided by the 
owner or licensee of every public waah-hou^e 
or Ittundrj', mid every such tub or ether re- 
ceptacle filial! be titted with waste pipes at 
least two inc-lii's in diaincter, jiroporly con- 
nected with the public sewers or drains to 
tlie satisfaction of the siiid lienllh OtUcer 
or Sanitary Inspector. 

3. The main wiisto pipe i-iiall not be less

(i. .VII buildin<rs uswi as wasli-liotisos or 
laundries shall be litteil, in addition to the 
a'love-nientloned pines, with proper venti- 
lating pipes or shafts of galvanized iron, 21 
gau^'e. of the size of at least 12 iiiclies in

cause sudi wooden or other sinicturi' or

same, and may recover the expense thereof, 
with costs, in like manner as municipal 
ta.^es.

Shortly after this latter likeness waa 
compktdl a wealthy westerner who 
happened to bo in this city, was enter- . 
taiued at the bouse of , tbe.New Yorker. 
Tho westerner saw the portrait and 
much admired it. ' 'My wife wants me 
to get my portrait painted," he said- 
"Tluit's ono reason why I'm in New 
York. I woudcr if this French fello'V? 
wouldn't do miuo too." His host assur- 
ed liim that in ull probability the 
"French fellow" would bo only too dc- 
liglitcd. Before long tho westerner was 
f.xpt riencing all tho glory aud honor of 
"silting for his portrait." 

Ono day some time after this, but be- 
fore the picture 'was finished, tbe west- 
erner -was again entertained by his New 
York friend.

Bisk Their Iiiyes to Save 
a Uessniate. 



Fatal Accident on the Cruisei' Marks 
the Conipletiou of Her ' 
Comox Trip. 

Richard Wuddicor, a young seaman of 
H.M.S. Amphion, met with a terrible 
accident on Wednesday while his ship 
was en route hoirio from Comox, receiv- 
ing so, serious injury that he expired a 
few hours later, at 8 o'clock in the even 
ing. The incident besides afl'ording an 
instance of the dangers of a Bailor's life 
even in time of peace, illuetratos with 
equal force how ready are the tars wear- 
ing the uniforma of Britain's Queen to 
risk their Uvea at the call of duty or bu 
manity. 

Wuddicor was aloft, and in some un 
accountable manner lost his bold of the 
rigtiing and fell from the maintop head 
His fall was broken, for he struck the 

iron oroas-trees in descending and three 
of his ribs were thereby crushed in. 

Thus maimed, hia quivering body 
plunged intotlio sea, and almoat oo'.nci 
dent with the aplaah three of hia aailor 
companinnR, who had with horrilied eyea 
witneBsed the fall, went over the aide, 
not waiting even to discard their cum 
bereome boots. 

They realized that their mate had 
been badly hurt, so they did not ap- 
proach or seize him in the way usually 
adopted in dealing with the drowning 
Two supported the lueeuaiblo man gen 
tly ; while the third kept bis head above 
water until the rescue boat received all 
four and conveyed • them back to the 
ship. 

Tbere it was found that Wuddicor bad 
sustained a compound fracture of three 
ribs, whitih protruded through the side 
his thigh had also been broken, as well 
as his foot and one baud. Everything 
that Buvgical caro and kind attention 
could enggeat was done, but saving the 
sailor's life was beyond human power. 
He died, as stated above, after taking a 
cup of tea and an egg, and expressing 
himself aa " doing fine, "and very thank 
ful to his attendants for their gentle 
ministrationa. 

The victim of this unfortunate mishap 
was but nineteen years of age, and had 
no parents living. His body was brought 
back to EaquimaU yesterday with the 
ship, and the interment will probably 
take place to-day at the Naval cemetery, 
in Skinner's Bottom. 

The cruise just completed by the Am- 
phion has been of about threo weeks' 
duration, Comox being visited for the 
customary firing practice. To-day the 
ship goes into dock for inspection, re 
maining on the blocks Bonie daya. She 
is now the senior ship in port, the flag 
ship having taken her departure for 
Guatemala yesterday morning.

One of the Greek Foreign Legion Now Vis 
itiog Victoria. 

A man with an interesting little his- 
tory is at present staying at the Domin 
ion' hotel in the person of Mr. J. K 
White, who until a short time ago wai 
known as Sergeant Conway of the Cireek 
Foreign Legion. Mr. White was one of 
those who, eager to see a little war ser- 
vice and with a feeling of warm gym 
p.itby for the Hellenes in their etruggli 
ai^ainat the Turk, eurollud tiiineeU in the 
foreign legion to help the forces of King 
George. He got the war service a^ 
right, but ahout all tlie recompense he 
received for his services amounted to l:!0 
francs, though he carries with him aome 
Eouvenirs in the shape of eevere wounds 

It may be stated in the (irat place 
tliat Mr. White's change of name while 
lighting the Turks waa simply due to the 
fact chat ho feared to make hia friends 
anxious iu case anything happened to 
bim, and therefore Sergeant Con way waa 
the cognomen be chose as a nom de 
guerre. 

Sergeant Conway had plenty of hard 
knocks and saw the seamy side of a 
soldier's life, with all the horrors of bat- 
tle and the misfortunes of (.lofeat. H 
aerveii in tlui fore front, and waa presei}t 
at the big battlea, including Pliarsalu

At Domokos the foreign 
legion suffered severely, all but 40 men 
killed by the onslaus^hts of the 
TnfcR Ser^"*"^ Conway wab a mott 
StunSe'aoldier i'x the .way of 
wounds, for he was woun.'^ea in thr»,« 
different places, and when hot at 
Domokos and lying disabled in a ditch, 
he watched 20,000 Turks march past 
him. As a souvenir of his lighting days, 
the Sergeant has with him a bullet 
which he caught in his arm during Iho 
progress of an action and carried off the 
field with bim, to be extracted later in 
hospital. After many weeks of Buffering 
in a Greek hospital, Sergt, Conway finally 
recovered sufticiently to reach Athens, 
and then to his disgust found that the 
civilian clothes and outfit he had brought 
with him from England had been 
looted. So with 30 francs as pay, a feel- 
ing of disgust at the wretched showing 
the Greek army made, Sergeant Conway 
resumed bis name of White, and lelt 
Athens on June 8. 

He baa a very poor opinion of the 
Greek forces, the main body of the army 
being, he says, composed not of Greeks, 
but of Levantines, whose cowardice soon 
knocked out of the foreign legion all the 
sympathy and ardor with which they 
had started in their efforts to assist iu 
the war against the Turks. 

KAMLQOPS MINES. 

" Lucky Strike " Group Shipping Ore From 
the Grass Roots. 

The Kamloops raining district is pro- 
gressing at a most satisfactory pace, ac- 
cording to Mr, A, T. Monteitli, who re- 
cently returned from an eight months' 
st.iy in that portion of the .proviuco. 
Mr. Monteith ia one of the owners of Iho 
Golden Star mine, adjoining the Lucky 
Strike group, which Mr. John Cobble- 
dick, the well known mining engineer, 
is nov; opening. Mr. CobbledicK haa 
made the Lucky Strike a shipper from 
the start, and although the abaft on the 
property is only down fifteen feet, sixty 
sacks of picked ore are already on the 
dump for shipment, the shaft being iu 
solid ore the whole depth. This ore is 
of the general character of that found in 
the Kamloops district, copper and gold. 
Tests made of trial shipments to Swac- 
eea and the Nelson smelter prove the 
ore to be self-Uuxing, and consequently 
it can be smelted at very slight expense, 
comparatively speaking. 

On the Golden Star a tunnel run in to 
strike the foot wall shows the ledge to 
be 40 feet wide, with a pay streak a foot 
and a half wide. A shaft sunk L5 feet 
on the foot wall about 100 yards from 
the tunnel shows ore which aaaaya $53.15 
in gold and copper. One of the great 
advantages of the Kamloops district is 
that there is no difficulty in shipping, it 
being possible to drive a wagon to any 
of the mines. 

The Iron Mask ia another mine that 
is showing up a splendid body of ore, 
and negotiations are pending which arc 
likely to result in its sale for a very large 
sum.

li^ILL TRY ONCE MORE. 



Fast Experience Does Not Promise 
Success for the Portland- 
Oriental Line, ' 



Vladivostok a Port of Call — Soal- 
skia Prices Advance on 
Short Supply. 



Referring to the establishment of a 
new steamahip line between Portland 
and the Orient, the Oregonian says : 
" The inauguration of the present line, 
with the sailing of its first steamer yes- 
terday from the Orient for thia port, 
makes the fourth attempt to establish a 
line of steamers out of Portland in con- 
nection with the O. R. & N. The first 
attempt was made by the Upton line, 
which started a monthly service out of 
this port March 3, 1 890, and struggled 
along in an unprofitable existence until 
■Septembor, 1S'J2, when the contract was 
canceled, and the line died a natural 
death. For the following two and a 
half years Portland had no Oriental 
line; then Samuel Samuels, of Yoko- 
hama, made a second attempt in that 
direction, and started a line of steamers 
March G, 1895, on a short contract. They 
succeeded themselves, alter a very brief 
existence, November 27, 1895, and strug- 
gled agaiost fate, finally withdrawing 
from tne line laet January, but continu- 
ing to run an occasional steamer, the 
Monmouthshire, which left last week, 
being the last of the line. The perman- 
ency of the present new line is assured 
for a number of years, and the results 
will bo watched with interest." Presi- 
dent Mohler, of the O. R, & N., when in 
Minneapolis laat week, when questioned 
by the Minneapolis Timea relative to 
his new line to China, said : " There has 
recently been inaugurated a line lor the 
purpose of direct paaaenger and freight 
service between Asiatic points ami Port- 
land, which line will bo extended to 
Vladivostok, in Siberia, upon the com- 
pletion of the Siberian railway. Thia 
will make Portland as important a gate- 
way for a trip around the world as New 
York. Whether the new line will 
oatronize Victoria as did the old is a 
matter not yet known. 

BKALiNci ri;oiiAi!ir,TTn:s. 
Few sealing seasons have passed with 
leas news of the vessels engaged in the 
industry than has been received so far 
this year. And this season ia now prac- 
tically over. How auccesaful the fleet 
haa been can only be gueased at from 
a letter written by Capt. Sieward, at 
Ouualaska, on August 25, and published 
in part in the Colonist some days ago, 
in which it was stated that the weather 
was then getting foggy, and that the 
Biewerd's catch of 714 skins make her 
top-liner so far as known. There is a 
poesibility, in view of the I^ehring aea 
remaining placid, that the fleet will be 
abeent until the middle of next month, 
but the probability of thoir early return 
seems more reasonable to euppoae. The 
fleet is not 60 liirgc by several vuseels as 
last year's, and catcnea are email, the 
influence of a poor supply in the aeal- 
akin market should be very stimulating. 
Something seuma to have affected it al- 
ready, for, it is said, prices have mate- 
rially advanced.
